2. The Question Period shall be extended to one hour; Opposition Party 
Leaders each having two questions plus supplementaries; and further questions 
be by rotation among all Parties, starting with the Official Opposition. 


3. Parliamentary Assistants shall be able to question Ministers other than 
their own, and be able to answer for their Ministers when authorized by the 
Premier. 


4. There shall be a half-hour Adjournment Debate as provided in Standing 
Order 28 each Tuesday and Thursday at 10.30 p.m., and a Member shall give 
verbal notice of his intent to raise a matter in the Debate immediately at the end 
of the Question Period at which the question was asked, and the reasons for the 
Member’s dissatisfaction shall be filed with the Clerk at the Table by 8.00 p.m. 
the same day. | 


5. The Government shall provide a response to the House within two weeks 
to all Petitions presented to the House. 


6. Every report of a committee, other than when reporting Bills which have 
been referred to it, shall be tabled in the House by the committee chairman, 
accompanied by a brief statement from the chairman only; and any such report 
which includes a request for consideration by the House shall be entered on the 
Order Paper as a Government Order as shall any report for which consideration 
is requested in a petition of 20 Members filed with the Clerk. 


7. The Clerk of the House shall maintain a record in his office of those reports 
. required by Statutes which have been tabled and those outstanding. The Govern-

Any return, report or other paper required to be laid before the House in
